JEFFERSON CITY. Mo (AP) — Con 
tending that the public lacks faith and con­ 
fidence in government, Gov Joseph P. 
Teasdale urged the General Assembly 
today to enact what he proposed as a 
"comprehensive legislative program for 
Missouri " 
The 22 page message of the new governor, 
his first address to the legislature, dealt in 
detail with a 60-point program including tax 
revision, election law changes and a call for 
a convention to thoroughly revise the state 
constitution. 
“This legislative message reflects my 
essential 
fiscal conservatism and my 
reluctance 
to 
go 
forward 
with 
new 
programs until we know a lot more about 


the old programs and how they work," 
Teasdale told the heavily Democratic 
House and Senate 
“Further, I have pledged to the people of 
Missouri that 1 would not seek a tax in­ 
crease and I am keeping that pledge," the 
Democratic chief executive said. ‘The 
entire thrust of this message is one of 
orientation toward people needs, to reform 
existing programs and laws, to protect 
consumer 
rights, and to compel our 
government to maintain high visibility in 
everything it does ” 
Teasdale called for relief from the sales 
tax on food and drugs for the aged poor and 
simplification of the present circuit breaker 
property tax relief program for the elderly. 


“ It is essential that we make progress in 
tax reform,” he said "I do not expect 
overnight miracles i have no quick solu­ 
tions But let’s make a beginning " 
The 
governor 
asked 
for 
legislation 
limiting the methods corporations can use 
in calculating their state income tax as well 
as a prohibition on the deduction of federal 
corporate income taxes from the state cor­ 
porate tax. That plan would provide an 
estimated $40 million in new tax revenues 
He also called for increased funding for 
the state tax commission to protect local 
governments in property tax assessment 
disputes 
and 
said 
any 
proposal 
for 
statewide equalization of property tax 
assessm ents 
m ust 
be coupled with 


provisions to prevent major tax increases if 
property values soar. 
But Teasdale questioned the future of the 
property tax as a major source of school 
financing, even if legislation is enacted to 
equalize the burden 
“Even if fairness is achieved in these 
critical areas,” he said, "it is doubtful that 
this tax alone can any longer support our 
education system ” 
On revision of the election laws, Teasdale 
said it is "absolutely essential” that the 1974 
Campaign Practices Act be revised to meet 
guidelines of federal court rulings while 
continuing to let the “public know where 
candidates get money and how it is spent ’ ’ 
In connection with that, Teasdale in­ 


dicated support for removal of the con­ 
troversial personal economic disclosure 
provisions for candidates from the cam­ 
paign law and incorporation of them into a 
comprehensive conflict of interest law 
covering appointed and elected officials at 
both the stale and local level.

INSURANCE 
One of the hottest debates in Washington right now is 
over national health insurance. With the election of 
Jimmy Carter and an overwhelmingly Democratic 
Congress, it is a foregone conclusion that some type of 
national system will be forthcoming. 
Five major legislative proposals are expected to be 
reintroduced when Congress convenes. They range from 
a bill that would provide cost coverage for all families in 
the event of a medical catastrophy (an approach favored 
by the Ford Administration) to a cradle-to-grave, 
comprehensive medical program wholly paid for with 
tax dollars. 
The second plan, which Carter leaned toward during 
the recent campaign, is prinicpally sponsored by Senator 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) and Representative Jam es 
C. Corman (D-Calif.). It would also be the most costly, 
with estimates ranging to the $60 to $80 billion level 
annually when fully implemented. 
Costs aside, the possibility that Uncle Sam will take 
over the health insurance system for the entire country 
raises grave questions of both quality of medicine and 
loss of freedom which inevitably accompanies socialism. 
Britain’s sorry system is a prime example of both of 
these consequences. 
It is true that medical costs have skyrocketed in recent 
years, out of all proportion to the rest of the American 
economy. But a way should be found through traditional, 
private medical and insurance institutions to control 
costs. Otherwise, the cost cure may well turn out to be 
worse than the illness.

The recent furor about 
cheating at West Point raises 
some fundamental questions 
about enforcing a code of 
behavior on college students. 
While there is room for 
argument about whether the 
particular West Point honor 
code is too strict or was ar­ 
bitrarily enforced, no one 
challenges the desirability of 
maintaining some kind of 
standards 
that 
proscribe 
cheating. 
Few colleges have so strict an 
honor code as West Point, but 
not many colleges are neutral 
about cheating on examinations. 
Sanctions of various sorts are 
invoked to prohibit such morally 
offensive conduct 
It is an anomaly, therefore, 
that in other areas most colleges 
today profess a position of moral 
neutrality. 
Some concerned alumni of one 
of the well- known Eastern 
colleges have just published a 
booklet called “Sex on Campus” 
which examines the 
con­ 
sequences of {he prevalent 
position of moral neutrality. The 
college shall be nameless here 
because its Pontius Pilate at­ 
titude is typical. 
The booklet cites a recent poll 
of students showing that 28 per 
cent of undergraduates believe 
it is "all right” to carry on two 
or more intimate sexual affairs 
at one time. Another 12 per cent 
are uncertain whether such 
behavior is right or wrong. 
A shaky majority of wily 59 
per cent still feels that sexual 
relationships should be ex­ 
clusive. 
No report was given on what 
per cent believe that sexual 
relationships should be reserved 
for after marriage; that may be 
an irrelevancy on today’s 
campuses. 
Although college regulations 
and 
state 
laws 
prohibit 
cohabitation, many unmarried 
unergraduate couples share a 


dormitory room. 
In response to inquiry, a 
college official said, “I don’t 
think we’d want to do anything 
about it unless someone com­ 
plained.” The college imposes 
no sanctions for fornication, 
ad u ltery , 
p rom iscu ity, 
cohabitation, 
homosexuality, 
abortion or venereal disease. 


The attitude of the college 
administration and of the 
college counseling service is 
that a student’s sex life is en­ 
tirely his or her own concern, 
and the college cannot and 
should not serve in loco parentis. 
In practice, however, this 
amounts to a position not only 
that each student may deter­ 
mine his or her own behavior, 
but also that whatever the 
sutdent does must be right for 
him or her. If the student chooses 
promiscuity or homosexuality, 
then that is right for him or her. 
This is not neutrality but an 
undermining of Judeo- Christian 
ethics. 
The 
Ten 
Com­ 
mandments 
are an objective 
moral code, not subjective or 
situational. 


Some 
argue that college 
authorities should keep their 
hands off because sex is a 
private matter involving con­ 
senting adults who are not in­ 
terfering with the rights of 
others. Just to cite one type of 
interference with the rights of 
others, 
many students 
are 
evicted from their own rooms by 
a roommate who wants to enjoy 
a private tryst. 
Moral codes represent the 
best efforts of a society to 
regulate itself in a decent and 
orderly way. A society is held 
together by the sharing of an 
ethical system. 
If the best and the brightest 
refuse to respect an / objective 
standards of morality, then our 
nation will decline as rapidly as 
has Washington, D. C., where 
abortions and illegitimate births 
now outnumber legitimate 
babies.

Senator Walter Mondale, the 
vice president elect, made a 
speech calling for vigorous 
American efforts to persuade 
other nations to join an 
arrangement to restrain the 
soaring world trade in arms. 
Hie United States exports 10 
billion dollars worth of weapons 
and military equipment a year,. 
most to oil-rich nations in the 
Persian Gulf area. The Soviet 
Union, France, Britain and 
other countries sell less. 
There is widespread concern 
in this country that such 
massive sales, involving the 
transfer 
of 
sophisticated 
equipment that the Iranians and 
Saudi Arabians cannot operate 
without help from thousands of 
American advisers, may in the 
long run be counter to U.S. in­ 
terests. 
However, proposals to curb 
the sales encountei* arguments, 
especially in regard to Iran and 
Saudi Arabia, that such action 
would 
imperil 
oil supplies, 
endanger Middle Eastern peace 
efforts and, in any event, result 
in the business going to other 
countries. 
Only recently Secretary of 
State Kissinger prevailed on the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations 
Committee to reverse an earlier 
decision to block the sale of 650 
“ smart-bomb,” 
air-to-ground 
Maverick missiles to Saudi 
Arabia. 
The committee had feared 
that the Mavericks, together 
with several hundred air-to-air 
Sidewinder missiles that the 
Saudis plan to buy, might be 
used against Israel—or, at least, 
would trigger Israeli demands 
for offsetting arms supplies.

Hie shipowners tracked these 
bills more carefully than they 
hadever monitored a storm at 
sea. “Prospects of the (Muskie) 
bill’s passage...” warned one lob­ 
byist gloomily, “are considered 
to be very good ” 
The shipping lobbyists were 
joined by the oil lobbyists. “Hie 
American Petroleum Institute 
will lobby to limit the liability of 
a shipowner," happily reported 
one agent to his Athens-based 


WASHINGTON - With one oil 
tanker after another bleeding oil 
upon our sea coasts, the Ameri­ 
can people not only are stuck 
with the environmental blight 
but must also pay most of the 
clean-up costs. 
The secret papers of the 
shipowners reveal how they 
bamboozled Congress in the late 
1960s to absolve them from fi-' 
nancial liability. Hiey antici­ 
pated the nasty oil spillages, 
which have now polluted our 
shores. They lobbied behind the 
scenes, therefore, to make sure 
they wouldn’t have to pay the 
damages. 
In fact, they foresaw an en­ 
vironmental catastrophe, which 
hasn’t yet happened. Some day, 
they expect a giant, 200,000-ton 
supertanker to break up and 
belch 50 million to 80 million 
gallons of oil into our coastal wa­ 
ters. This would be enough to 
stain the surf and blacken the 
beaches for hundreds of miles. 
We began to investigate the oil 
industry’s awesome power to 
pollute after the tanker Argo 
Merchant broke apart on a shoal 
off Nantucket and gushed more 
than seven million gallons of oil 
into a poinding sea. 
We made trips out of state and 
out of the country to question oil 
insiders. We obtaimftdocuments 


in both English and Greek, prov­ 
ing that the international 
petroleum and shipping indus­ 
tries blocked the laws, which 
might have saved our coasts 
from the oil blight. 
In Athens, Brussels, Lisbon, 
London, New York and Rome, 
according to these documents, 
international oil men, shippers 
and insurance moguls conspired 
privately as early as 1967 to th­ 
wart the UJS. antipollution bills. 
Hiey were worried about the 
inevitability of oil spills. The 
huge supertankers carried 
enough oil to contaminate an en­ 
tire seacoast. These long, whale­ 
shaped sea monsters were con­ 
tracted of such thin steel for 
their size, warned the experts, 
that they would rip apart if they 
should ever run aground 
Members of Congress, forsee- 
ing the danger, began drafting 
some tough liability laws. This 
UJS. move could set a worldwide 
standard, which could raise in­ 
surance rates sky high or even 
make the supertankers unin­ 
surable, the shipowners feared. 
From their viewpoint, the 
most dangerous measures were 
introduced by Sen. Edmund 
Muskie, D.-Me., and Rep. Paul 
Rogers, D.-Fla. The bills would 
have assessed the clean-up costs 
to the industries that make a 


Meanwhile, shippers and in­ 
surers met privately in Rome in 
late 1967 to consider the prob­ 
lem. This was followed four 
months later by another secret 
meeting in Lisbon. Hiey finally 
agreed, according to a memo by 
one of the participants, to oppose 
“strict liability on shipowners for 
damage caused by the escape of 
oil.” 
They hoped to limit the 
liability of shipowners merely to 
a polite explanation. “The owner 
of a vessel from which oil has 
escaped, causing pollution, 
(should) explain how the oil was 
permitted to escape," it was pro­ 
posed. 
In case of a disastrous oil spill, 
in other words, the insurance- 
shipping crowd wanted to let the 
owners off with a simple account 
of the accident. It would be left 
to the victims to clean up the oily 
mess. 
Representatives of the world 
insurance and shipping indus­ 
tries slipped up to Capitol Hill in 
July, 1968 to sell this idea to the 
House Public Works Committee. 
They paid a quiet call on 
Richard Sullivan, the chief 
counsel, who was processing the 
antipollutionlegislation. 
“We were pleased to leant,” 
one agent wrote back to his 
suoeriors. that Sullivan would 


“abandon" the idea of holding 
the shipowners and oil com­ 
panies totally liable for their oil 
accidents. Thelobbyists also 
“argued strenuously against 
(unlimited) liability for removal 
costs"of spilled oil. “Mr. Sullivan 
and his staff finally agreed,” the 
memo reported triumphantly. 
According to the document, 
Sullivan then “met separately 
with representatives of the 
American Petroleum Institute .... 
Thereafter, another revision of 
the bill was prepared.” This con­ 
tained additional concessions. 
Crowed one shipping repre­ 
sentative: “We believe (the con­ 
cessions) would accomplish as 
good a result as the shipowners 
and their (insurance) clubs could 
hope to achieve in any oil pollu­ 
tion bill which the United States 
Congress might pass.” It should 
not, the memo added, “have any 
serious effect on the (insurance) 
premiums.” 
Yet even this limited anti- 
pollution measure was kept off 
the law books for two more 
years. It provided for a moder­ 
ate boost in liability, with no real 
means for collecting on oil dis­ 
asters. 
In the last Congress, environ­ 
mentalists tried once more to 
place more liability for oil 
spillages on the oil industry and 
the tanker fleets. But once again 
it was bottled up by the special 
interests. 
Footnote: The able Sullivan,, 
who was merely carrying out or­ 
ders, told us he remembered the 
1968 meetings. He admitted the 
memos made him “look like I 
was in Somebody’s pocket." But 
he insisted he had acted in what 
he thought was the public in­ 
terest “Maybe I should have 
been tougher,” he said, sighing.

Minorities on the March: 
Justice 
Department suing 
cities everywhere to get more 
women, blacks, hispanks in jobs 


SAN 
DIEGO, 
Calif. 
- 
“Youngish, 
fortyish” Mayor 
Pete Wilson, who was a runner- 
up as a Jerry Ford running- 
mate in the recent campaign 
and who may run against Gov. 
Jerry Brown in 1978, has a 
problem. 
The 
U.S. 
Justice 
Department’s Civil Rights 
Division wants the city’s fire 
department 
to 
hire female 
firefighters. At the momert there 
aren’t any. 
So Atty. 
Gen. 
Edward Levi is suing in civil 
court. 
I don’t know the mayor. But 
the thought of a woman rushing 
into a fiery furnace horrifies me. 
So, it must startle and alarm 
him and others. Policewomen, 
yes. Even lady street cleaners. 
But the fire department hook 
and laddercrews? 
And, as I’ve rushed from city 
to city these transition days in 
the 
traditional 
post-election 
story-mop-up New Year’s trek, I 
find 
municipality 
after 
municipality struggling 
with 
the same problems. No in­ 
significant matter this during 
these days of financial downbeat 
and minority upsurges. 
Public jobs are as scarce as 
public 
cash. 
Women 
are 
determined to move into every 
trade. Danger and tradition 
don’t stop the crusade. For 
example, soon, some 20 per cent 
of Kentucky’s coaldiggers will 
be female. 
The Mack drive is of ancient 
vintage. The Spanish-suraamed 
people are the fastest growing 
minority. Small wonder Jimmy 
Carter 
promised 
Hispanic 
leaders “ my private number - 
the telephone right by my 
bedside- and you can have that 
kind of access directly to me.” 
Everywhere, 
the Justice 
Department’s Civil Rights 
Division is suing cities in civil 
courts in behalf of the newly- 
aroused Hispanics, the militant 
blacks and angry women. And 
everywhere 
the 
Justice 
Department is warning mub- 
nicipal leaders that their cities 
will be accountable for heavy 
back pay - back as far as it can 
be traced - to compensate those 
minorities of race or sex for jobs 
they didn’t get over the years. 
This could total hundreds of 
millions of dollars. 
On Nov. 26, for example, the 
Justice Department brought suit 
against the city of Boston, its 
Democratic Mayor Kevin H. 
White, the commissioner of 
public 
works 
and 
the 
Massachusetts 
Civil Service 
Commission. The government 
charged that the defendants 
“have pursued policies and 
against 
black and Spanish- 
surnamed persons by refusing to 
recruit, 
hire, 
assign 
and 
promote them on an equal basis 
with white persons of non- 
Spanish origin.” 
In this city of the bean, the cod 
and the Kennedys, the public 
works .department, “ which 
providS* the basic services of 


sanitation, water and sewer, 
streets and highways and 
property 
maintenance,” em­ 
ploys some 1,164 persons. Only 
39 of these are black. There are 
four of Spanish origin. 
Some 2 per cent of th* 
department’s 
r e g u la r civil 
service jobs are held by 
members of minority groups. 
Maybe Sen. Ted Kennedy should 
give this bedside telephone 
number to his Boston con­ 
stituents. 
The Justice Department 
wants the end of employment 
discrimination and “ recruit­ 
ment program for black and 
Spanish-sumamed persons, to 
increase the hiring of qualified 
members of the minority 
groups, 
and to compensate 
victims 
of 
the 
alleged 
discriminatory practices.” 
Boston could find this really 
expensive. The suit is based on a 
referral from William 8imoo’s 
Treasury Department’s Office 
of Revenue Sharing. 
So it also goes in Chicago. 
Hiere until his recent dea to, 
Mayor Richard Daley fought the 
Justice Department and the 
federal courts. He retreated 
slowly. So the federal judges 
doled out Chicago’s share of the 
federal revenue sharing miltons 
of dollars slowly. 
There the Justice Department 
wants more women, as well as 
blacks and Hispanics in the 
Police Department. 
Daley 
several times told the courts to 
go to hell. 
There is a federal court- 
imposed job quota. Chicago 
must accept it if it wants the 
$85.5 million worth of revenue 
sharing still due it. For exam­ 
ple, police classes which began 
this past Jan. 3, should have had 
a minority 
male quota of 
recruits averaging one for every 
three whites. Reports on that 
Monday class aren’t in yet. 
As for San Diego, the Justice 
Department brought suit here 
Dec. 21 (1976). The Civil Rights 
Division, 
in twin actions, 
demanded that the city and 
county officiate be forced to 
adopt selection standards which 
don’t have a “discriminatory 
impact.” 
The Civil Rights Division 
wants women in all levels of the 
fire department, as well as more 
Chícanos and blacks. The city of 
San Diego has 5,693 employes. 
Of these 7.4 per cent are 
Hispanic and 16.5 per cent are 
women The fire department has 
667 uniformed personnel. Of 
these, 3.3 per cent are black and 
3.4 per cent are Chicano. None 
are women. 
Further, the Justice Depar­ 
tment wants San Diego 
“to 
compensate them (minority job­ 
seekers - VR) for any loases 
they have suffered as a result of 
the alleged discriminatory 
practices.” 
Whether it’s Abe Beame or 
Pete Wilson or Kevin White, it’s 
tough to be a mayor. Solomonic 
decisions are hard to come by.

NATIONAL HEALTH 
INSURANCE 
One of the hottest debates in Washington right now is 
over national health insurance. With the election of 
Jimmy Carter and an overwhelmingly Democratic 
Congress, it is a foregone conclusion that some type of 
national system will be forthcoming. 
Five major legislative proposals are expected 
to be 
reintroduced when Congress convenes. They range from 
a bill that would provide cost coverage for all families in 
the event of a medical catastrophy (an approach favored 
by the Ford Administration) to a cradle-to-grave, 
comprehensive medical program wholly paid for with 
tax dollars. 
The second plan, which Carter leaned toward during 
the recent campaign, is prinicpally sponsored by Senator 
Edward Kennedy (D-Mass.) and Representative Jam es 
C. Corman (D-Calif ). It would also be the most costly, 
with estimates ranging to the $60 to $80 billion level 
annually when fully implemented. 
Costs aside, the possibility that Uncle Sam will take 
over the health insurance system for the entire country 
raises grave questions of both quality of medicine and 
loss of freedom which inevitably accompanies socialism. 
Britain’s sorry system is a prime example of both of 
these consequences. 
It is true that medical costs have skyrocketed in recent 
years, out of all proportion to the rest of the American 
economy. But a way should be found through traditional, 
private medical and insurance institutions to control 
costs. Otherwise, the cost cure may well turn out to be 
worse than the illness.

Some concerned alumni of one 
of the well- known Eastern 
colleges have just published a 
booklet called "Sex on Campus" 
which

college shall be nameless here 
because its Pontius Pilate at­ 
titude is typical. 
The booklet cites a recent poll 
of students showing that 28 per 
cent of undergraduates believe

No report was given on what

cle is firmly contracted and 
held in that state momentarily 
— as a simple firm handshake 
— it triggers a reflex 
response. Tne arteries con­ 
strict and the blood pressure 
goes up. This is only momen­ 
tary, soon the arteries relax 
and the blood pressure returns 
to normal, sometimes the 
arteries dilate to a size larger 
than before the reflex 
response. In this case the 
pressure may momentarily be 
lower than it was before the 
muscular contraction.

Should Puerto Rico 
be part of the fold?

Never underestimate the power of even a lame-duck presi­ 
dent to influence headlines and generally shake things up. 
For a case in point, we need look no further than President 
Ford’s call for Puerto Rican statehood. 
Would-be explanations for this surprise proposal range from 
the totally ingenuous — that it came off the top of the presiden­ 
tial head in the disarray of packing up to leave the White 
House - to the politically devious — that it would eventually 
bring federal control of potentially highly profitable offshore 
mining and oil-drilling. (Puerto Rico, with its present com­ 
monwealth status, enjoys semi-sovereign rights in its waters 
which the states do not.) 
Whatever the real reason, or combination of reasons, behind 
the recommendation, has had some highly visible immediate 
results. It brought the president and his administration back 
onto front pages dominated for weeks by the president-elect’s 
artfully orchestrated selection of the new Washington team, 
and it warmed up an issue which had been on a very low back 
burner — one which the new administration would much 
prefer remain there for a time. 
So what about statehood for Puerto Rico? 
As proponents see it, the island ami mainland have been ap­ 
proaching such a rendezvous with mutual destiny for decades. 
Milestones in the elevation of Puerto Rico from mere posses­ 
sion states are the 1947 replacement of a Washington- 
appointed governor by an elected chief executive and the 1952 
constitution establishing the island as a free commonwealth in 
association with the United States.

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Bond says he’s 
learned 2 lessons 
while a governor 


COLUMBIA, Mo. (AP) - 
Christopher S. Bond says he’s 
learned two lessons from his 
four-year term as Missouri gov­ 
ernor. 
‘’If you really want to get 
something done, you have to 
enlist the aid of other people— 
legislators, citizens or others. 
You can’t get the job done by 
pushing a magic button in the 
governor’s office,” the 37-year- 
old Republican said. 
Bond is preparing to leave 
the governor’s office, making 
the way for Democrat Joseph 
P. Teasdale who will be sworn 
in at noon Monday. 
“The second thing is that the 
job is such a challenging one, 
you get out of 
it in in- 
nersatisfaction 
and 
accom­ 
plishment just about what you 
put into it,” Bond said. “And 
it’s not an easy job but a very 
rewarding job if you’re willing 
to work at it.” 
Teasdale, a former Jacskon 
County prosecuting attorney, 
pulled an upset defeat over 
Bond with a 13,000-vote margin 
over the incumbent in the Nov. 
2 general election. Bond, a for­ 
mer state auditor and assistant 
attorney genral, is returning 
with his wife Carolyn to the 
home of Bond’s parents in Mex­ 
ico. 
“ I’m not going to be sitting 
around. As soon as I leave Jef­ 
ferson City on Monday, I’m go­ 
ing to be looking very actively 
at some of the propects that 
are before me,” he said. "I’ve 
never been one who could sit 
around and rest without think­ 
ing about anything for very 


Speaking on the television in­ 
terview program “Missouri Fo­ 
rum,” taped for broadcast for 
Sunday morning, Bond assured 
reporters that his defeat does 
not mean he should be counted 
out of politics for keeps. 
“ We plan on being around in 
Missouri a long time,” he said. 
“We have lots of good friends 
and lots of exciting things to 
do.” 
Bond said he’s been inter­ 
ested in politics and govern­ 
ment service for too long to 
“walk away from it forever.” 
“But my near term plans are 
not going to involve political of­ 
fice,” he said. “ I have a num­ 
ber of exciting opporunities but 
I have not come close to mak­ 
ing any final decisions on any 
of them.” 
At one point during the inter­ 
view, Bond said he would “ not 
be in office for the next four 
years.” 
“ As for as the political fu­ 
ture, that just depends on what 
comes along. I don’t think that 
anybody can say for certain 
what political fortunes are go­ 
ing to bring several years from 
now,” he said. 
Deaf-mute gang 
hits the Bronx 


NEW YORK (AP) - Youth 
gangs are no strangers to the 
Bronx, and from a distance the 
Crazy Homicide gang looked 
like all (he rest to Detective 
John Daly. He had never heard 
of a gang of deaf-mutes. 
“At first they appeared to be 
a normal wild bunch of kids,” 
Daly said on Sunday after 10 
members of the gang had been 
accused of trying to set fire to 
a car the night before. “ We 
were not aware they were deaf 
and mute.” 
It was not until Daly and his 
partner had chased the gang 
members about three blocks 
from the crime scene that he 
discovered their common hand­ 
icap. Even then he was skepti­ 
cal, he said. 
“When we corralled them 
and they began using sign lan­ 
guage, we thought it was a new 
routine,” 
said 
Daly. 
“ We 
thought it was a put-on.” 
Daly said he spotted the sus­ 
pects, some armed with chains, 
spikes and sticks and sporting 
red bandanas on their hats, and 
followed them for about seven 
blocks. 
There, Daley said, one of the 
youths rolled up a newspaper, 
jammed it into the gas tank of 
a car and put a match to the 
paper.

The steady spiral of housing 
prices has prompted new inter­ 
est in plans to ease the bite on 
buyers through variations on 
the traditional mortgage. 
In one development, the De­ 
partment of Housing and Urban 
Development has announced a 
commitment to insure 50 gradu­ 
ated payment mortgages on 
condominiums in Hawaii under 
a plan outlined by President 
Ford in a campaign speech in 
September. 
Monthly payments under this 
plan are lower than normal in 
the early years of a mortgage 
and rise gradually as the buy­ 
er’s income goes up. A HUD 
spokesman said the mortgages 
insured so far range in value 
from $39,500 to $43,900. 
The agency hopes to insure 
3,000 mortgages under the ex­ 
perimental program in the next 
year. Consumers who want to 
participate simply apply to sav­ 
ings and loan institutions, mort­ 
gage bankers or other lenders 
who, in turn, apply to the Fed­ 
eral Housing Administration — 
a HUD division — for the insur­ 
ance. 
There are several payment 
schedules. Under one alterna­ 
tive, monthly payments on a 
$35,000, 30-year mortgage start 
out at $223 — about $46 less 
than the payment on a stand­ 
ard loan. The payments rise 
gradually through the first 10 
years of the mortgage, then 
level off at $300 a month — 
about $31 higher than normal.

Some people 
towns 
would like a new prison

JEFFERSON CITY — Not 
every Missouri town 
is 
fighting to keep the state from 
building a prison there. 
The money and jobs a prison 
would bring are two reasons 
some Missourians are Dying 
to land one of Missouri’s two 
planned medium security 
prisons. 
William Esely is one of those 
persons. The influx of several 
million dollars annually into 
the local economy is one 
drawing point of a prison, he 
says. He’d like to see a prison 
built in Harrison County, 70 
miles northeast of Kansas 
City. 
“I think it represents a 
substantial capital investment 
in the community,” 
the 
Bethany lawyer says. Esely 
also hopes the addition of 225 
nonagricultural jobs would 
help keep the area’s young 
people from moving away. 
And the announcement by 
Gov.-elect 
Joe Teasdale 
recently 
th at 
his 
adm inistration 
is 
not 
committed to building the new 
prisons in an urban area 
appears to give those towns 
who want them a better 
chance. 
Teasdale said community 
acceptance of a prison was the 
most important factor in site 
selection at a press conference 
held the week before his 
inauguration. 
Missouri’s search for a site 
near Kansas City for one of 
two planned medium security 
prisons has so far resulted in 
two failures. Sites near St. 
Joseph and in south Kansas 
City were 
abandoned 
by 
administrators after protests 
by residents and politicians. 
But, some communities do 
want a 
prison. Sixty-one 
proposals were received by a 
committee appointed by Gov. 
Christopher 
Bond. 
“Some 
business, civic and political 
leaders thought it could be an 
economic 
boon, which 
it 
can,” George Camp, who 
supervises 
corrections 
programs for Bond, says. 
Camp has resigned to take a 
prisons job in New York. 
Mark Steward, assistant to 
the director of the Missouri 
Division of Corrections, says 
the actual construction costs 
of a prison would range from 
115 to $20 million. 
“A lot of that would 
probably come from the local 
area, 
in 
labor 
and 
construction costs. Even if it 
were a construction company 
from outside that area, they 
would probably employ people 
in the area,” he says. 
In addition, the community 
would receive an economic 
boost from the estimated 
annual S2.5 to $3 million 
payroll. “We might be talking 
about a S4 or $5 million budget 
when equipment and services 
are added,” Steward says. 
Of the 225 jobs a prison 
would provide, about 60 per 
cent would be guard positions. 
Guards are paid $628 a month, 
Steward says. 
The other 40 per cent of the 
jobs would be divided among 
social and clerical workers, 
psychiatrists, administrators, 
and 
food 
service 
and 


maintenance workers. 
“It’s really kind of like a 
little community within a 
community,” the corrections 
official 
says. And prison 
employes don’t have to worry 
about being laid off when the 
country’s economy slips. 
“ Prisons, 
economically 
speaking, are practically 
recession-proof. There’s not 
really a sag in employment 
during a recession,” Steward 
says. 
That economic stability is 
largely due to the increased 
number of people being sent to 
prison 
every year. 
The 
number has rised 11 per cent 
annually, both nationwide and 
in the state, Steward says. 
In Missouri, the prison 
situation has become critical. 
The state’s prisons, designed 
to hold 3,890 inmates, are 
jammed with 4,766 inmates. 
The state legislature last 
year appropriated $7.5 million 
to begin building a new 
medium security prison and $1 
million to plan another. 
Target 
areas 
are 
the 
metropolitan areas of St. 
Louis and Kansas City. 
Steward cites many reasons 
for choosing urban sites. An 
urban 
site 
would 
help 
eliminate cultural differences 
between 
employes 
and 
inmates. Most employes now 
are from rural backgrounds 
while most inmates are from 
cities, he says. The distance 
families from urban areas 
would have to travel to visit 
inmates would also be less. 
More blacks could be hired 
if prisons were in urban 
settings, he says. Blacks 
comprise about 50 per cent of 


the inmates but only 5 per cent 
of the employes, he says. 
“Plus the fact that you have 
more trouble getting medical, 
psychiatric, and vocational 
professionals in rural areas,” 
Steward says. 
But finding an urban site 
has been a problem for the 
Bond administration. Even 
with its economic pluses, a 
prison 
is not a 
popular 
prospect to many people. 
Residents and politicians in 
the St. Joseph and south 
Kansas 
City 
areas 
successfully opposed those 
sites. 
Steward says it’s a “fear of 
the unknown" which leads 
citizens to protest prison sites. 
“People have an image of 
prisons and inmates and it’s a 
real negative impression, a 
fearful image,” he says. 
Residents of some western 
Missouri 
towns, 
however, 
have expressed interest in a 
prison. Victor F. Swyden. 
chairman of the committee 
appointed by Bond to locate 
western Missouri prison sites, 
says most of the 61 proposals 
involve land in Gay, Platte 
and Jackson counties. Some 
are from towns as far as 80 
miles from Kansas Gty, he 
says. 
For a town like Bethany, a 
prison could provide a much 
needed economic stimulus. 
Esely, who has been active in 
an effort to build one of the 
prisons in Harrison County, 
says the county’s population is 
steadily 
declining. 
From 
24,000 in 1900, it has dropped to 
about 10,000. 


Supreme Court agrees 
to decide if private loan 
companies must give vets credit

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court 
agreed to 
decide whether private com­ 
panies must give veterans cred­ 
it for their military service 
when computing pension bene­ 
fits. 
In the near future, the case 
could affect hundreds of thou­ 
sands of World War II veterans 
who are reaching retirement 
age. It also could have an im­ 
pact on Korean War and Viet- 
nam-era veterans when they re­ 
tire. 
In other action, the court: 
—Refused to review a federal 
judge’s decision to take charge 
of 
desegregation 
efforts 
at 
strife-torn South Boston High 
School. 
—Agreed to review an Ohio 
law providing up to 188-million 
worth of materials and services 
over the next two years to stu­ 
dents in private schools. Oppo­ 
nents challenged the law as an 
unconstitutional means of link­ 
ing government and religion. 
—Let stand a decision that 
none of the rights of former 
Rep. Andrew Hinshaw, R-Calif., 
were violated during his prose­ 
cution for crimes committed 
while he served as tax assessor 
of California’s Orange County. 
Hinshaw was convicted last 
year of accepting bribes in 
1972. 
—Set aside a lower court’s

who want them a

Teasdale said community 
acceptance of a prison was the 
most important factor in site 
selection at a press conference 
held the week before his 
inauguration. 
Missouri’s search for a site 
near Kansas City for one of 
two planned medium security 
prisons has so far resulted in 
two failures.

Coffee prices have doubled or 
more in many countries during 
the past year, and despite drop­ 
ping 
consumption 
in some 
areas, a top coffee expert says 
prices should continue rising 
for the next two years. 
"Coffee quotations are regu­ 
lated by the law of supply and 
demand,” said Gilberto Arange 
Londono, president of the Co­ 
lombian Coffee Exporters Asso­ 
ciation. “Eight now the supply 
is scarce.” 
In Colombia, now the world’s 
largest producer, the price for 
a pound of coffee has doubled 
to $1 in the past six months. In 
the United States it has jumped 
from $1.25 to more than $3 a 
pound over the past year. 
Coffee producers say the sup­ 
ply has been reduced by dis­ 
asters in coffee-growing coun­ 
tries — including frost in Bra­ 
zil, civil war in Angola, an 
earthquake in 
Guatemala, 
floods in Colombia and Mexico 
and a drought in the Ivory 
Coast in western Africa. 
“It seems that in the last 18 
months all the legendary seven 
plagues 
of biblical 
ancient 
Egypt have befallen the pro­ 
ducers of the world’s coffee,” 
said Ricardo Falla Caceres, 
manager of El Salvador’s cof­ 
fee agency. 
He, too, blamed the price 
rises on “influences caused by 


Carter’s economic package 
is conservatism, liberalism 
drinkers drop but prices go up 


NEW YORK (AP) - Presi­ 
dent-elect Carter’s economic 
stimulation package is com­ 
bined of fiscal conservatism 
and a liberalism that believes 
government itself can spend the 
economy into recovery. 
As such, it contains elements 
that will satisfy parts of the en­ 
tire spectrum between rigid ad­ 
vocates of free enterprise and 
adherents of the big govern­ 
ment philosophy. But it will 
leave them unsatisfied in some 
respects also. 
The smaller than anticipated 
package is likely to be encour­ 
aging to business people who 
fear that heavy spending by 
Washington 
inevitably unba­ 
lances budgets, raises private 
enterprise taxes and costs them 
power. 
The 
two-year, 
$30 
billion 
package, made up of tax cuts 
and added spending, will be 
viewed by many as a com­ 
promise. But to business, the 
mix is likely to be unsatisfacto­ 
ry. 
The hope among many pri­ 
vate sector officials was that 
the emphasis would be on stim­ 
ulating jobs through incentives 
to business to train workers in 
skills needed by manufacturers 
and others. 
Who says quality 
has to cost morel 


supply and demand. There are 
no cartels, plots or price fix­ 
ings.” 
Brazil was the world’s largest 
coffee producer until a frost in 
July 1975 destroyed 70 per cent 
of its crop of nearly 3 billion 
pounds, or about 40 per cent of 
the normal world supply for 
one year. 
. The price in Brazil has gone 
from 81 cents a pound to $1.66, 
and from $1.14 to $2.61 for eight 
ounces of instant coffee. In 
Mexico, which produced 525 
million pounds last year, the 
cost to the housewife rose from 
75 cents to $2 in the past two 
years. 
Some producers are dipping 
into their reserves to meet the 
world demand of some 6.36 bil­ 
lion pounds a year. The govern­ 
ment-run Brazilian Coffee In­ 
stitute estimated its stocks 
were down to about 2.95 billion 
pounds and still dwindling, al­ 
though there were reports of 
changing coffee habits and a 
drop in demand. 
A private coffee association 
in Rio de Janeiro said Brazil’s 
annual coffee consumption was 
down to 792 million pounds 
from 1.05 billion pounds a few 
years ago. 
A major distributor in Argen­ 
tina, where prices are up to 
$4.54 from $1.81 a pound, said 
“We are losing lots of money 
because of the decline in con­ 


sumption.” 
A survey of 200 families by 
the Dutch Consumers Associ­ 
ation found that people in the 
Netherlands changed their cof­ 
fee habits as the price rose 
from $2.12 to $3.54 a pound. 
Less than a third of those sur­ 
veyed said they had made no 
change, while 11 per cent said 
they were drinking less coffee, 
27 per cent said they were 
making it weaker and 30 per 
cent said they were buying a 
cheaper brand. 
A waiter in a coffee bar in 
Rome, where the price of a 
small espresso has gone from 
14 to 18 cents since September, 
said “Customers are beginning 
to grumble. Those who would 
come and have two cups in the 
morning are now stopping by 
only once.” The cost of coffee 
in Roman stores has doubled to 
$3.36 in the past year. 
But few countries are heeding 
calls first made in the United 
States for an organized boycott 
to drive the price of coffee 
down.

Rees, a former Brink's bank 
guard wanted for robbing a 
company armored car, wrote 
all about it to the FBI. The 
agency says Rees’ 17-page let­ 
ter has provided them with a 
spree of clues. 
Rees' letter, entitled ‘‘My 
Story,” described how he went 
trom a high-rolling life to that 
of a hippie. It was sent to San 
Francisco columnist Herb Caen 
for relay to the FBI, and a 
spokesman confirmed Friday 
that the agency considers it au­ 
thentic. 
Rees, a 27-year-old former 
U.S. Marine, said he went to 
work for Brink's in 1975 be­ 
cause “this was the only way to 
do it without anyone getting 
hurt. I’m very much against 
violence.” 
On Feb 11, 1976, the truck 
Rees was guarding stopped at a 
restaurant in San Mateo, a sub­ 
urb south of San Francisco.
